BisHor Youn, of Athabasca, arrived on 
Monday’s train and left. on Tuesday with 
Bishop Reeve for the Landing. The follow- 
ing sketch of the Bishop’s life is takea from 
the Western Churehman. ‘*The Right 
Rev. Richard Young, Lord Bishop of 
Athabasca, was educated at Clare college, 
Cambridge, where he took the degree of B. 
A. in 1868. He was ordained deacon in the 
same year, and priest a year after by the 
Lord Bishop of Worcester. — For the first 


two years of his ministry he was curate of 


Halesowen. In 1869 he became vicar of 
Fulstew, where he remained till 1872. 
From 1872 to 1875 he was association secre- 
tary of the C. M. S. for West Yorkshire. 
in the latter year he gave up that post and 
came to Manitoba, where he was incumbent 
of St. Andrew’s for the next ten years. 
Having been chosen Bishop of Athabasca 
he was consecrated in St. Joha’s cathedral, 
Winnipeg, cn October 18th, 1884, by the 
Metropolitan of Rupert’s Land, who was 
assisted by the Bishops of Saskatchewan 
and Qu’Appelle His Lordship received the 
honorary degree of D. D. from the Mani- 
toba university in the year 1884; and 
along with the primate and others he re- 
ceived the Hon. D. C. L. degree from 
Trinity college, Toronto, when the first 
general synod met in that city in 1893.” 

J. Epmonton returned the other day 
from Forth Smith and leaves next Monday 
for Fort McMurray. He will take his 
family with him and will settle permanently 
about 60 mile above Fort McMurray. He 
brings im further complaints of poisoning. 
He says he met several parties between here 
and Fort McMurray on his trip in, all 
carrying strychnine and since his arrival in 
town he has been asked to take some of 
that poison to a party north, but he refused 
to do so. The poison is laid principally 
between Pelican Rapids and Fort McMur- 
ray. Mr. Edmonton is anxious for his own 
sake and the Indians, that this practice of 
laying poison should be stopped. He takes 
with him one train dog for which he gave 
three horses, and anether dog worth $35 
and he does not want these valuable and 
useful animals poisoned. The Indians are 
loud in their murmurs against the un- 
scrupulous men who lay the poison, and set 
fires in the north, as the ioss of their dogs 
by poison and the driving out of their game 
by fire, brings them face to face with star- 
vation. These Indians are self-supporting 
and arealarmed at the prospect of losing 
their dogs and livelihood and are talking 
seriously ef taking action in their own way, 
against the whites who are responsible for 
the cruel practices of laying poison and 
starting fires, and unless these things are 
prevented serious trouble may arise with 
the Indians,

OLIVER’S MAIDEN SPEECH. 
From Hansard : 


speak for those Territories. When he 
has spoken contrary to. what I know to 
be the facts, it is necessary, in my own 
justification merely, that I should take 
up the time of the House fora few 
minutes (and it will be but a few 
minutes) in order to justify my own 


position in the House, and to set right 


the people of the Territories before the 
people of the rest of Canada in this 
matter. 
By way of introduction, I may say 
that although anew member of this 
House, while the hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Davin) is an old member, I may still 
claim some right to represent the ideas 
of the people of the Northwest. I have 
the honor to represent a constitutuency 
which, at the general elections of 1891 
returned a conservative candidate by 
about 1,800 majority, and which at the 
last general election returned myself in 
oppesition to the late government, by a 
majority ol something like 800 voies. 
The hon. gentleman (Mr. Davin) who 
has just spoken, represents a constituen- 
in which he has been declared elected 
not even by a majority of one. He is 
heré on behalf of the smallest majority 
that I suppose has ever been recorded 
in the Dominion of Canada, namely, 
the casting vote of the returning officer, 
an official appointed by the late govern- 
ment. Ifit could be possible to have 
a representative in this House who has 
less right to speak on behalf of the 
people of the Northwest, I cannot con 
ceive of him. Mr. Speaker, I will tell 
the hon. genteman (Mr. Davin), and I 
will tell the House, that there is no 
feeling of disappointment in the con- 
stituency that I represent, at any rate 
—and it contains a great many more 
votes than the constituency of the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Davin) represents— 
There is no feeling of disappointment 
at the address which has been delivered 
from the throne. The election which 
was carried in my constituency for the 
government, was not carried by any 
promises made by the leader of this gov- 
ernment in regard to a reduction of the 
duty on agricultural implements. I do 
not know what it-may have been in the 
consti:ueney of the hon. gentleman, or 
in other constituencies in the Terti- 
tories, for I can only presume to speak 
for the constituency which I represent; 
but I say that my constituency was 
carried not so much on the merits of the 
policy that was Jaid down by the leader 
of the present government. as on the 
demerits of the administration of - the 
late government during the many years 
that it has governed that western coun- 
try. It was a case of “turn the rascals 
out.” It was a case in whieh the people 
of the Northwest were put upon the de- 
fensive. They were compelled to fight, 
and they did their little share towards 
turning these gentlemen ous of office. 
That was the principle upon which 
they voted in the last elections. I will 
say, further, that the people of the 
Northwest—at least that section of 
them that I claim to represent—are 
sensible people, and they are not dis- 
appointed at the leader of this govern- 
ment not doing what, in the first place, 
it would be unreasonable to expect of 
him, and what, in the second place, 
would be an impossibility. ‘They do 
not expect a revision of the tariff at a 
moment's notice. But they do expect 
a revision of the tariff, and they expect 
a thorough revison. They expect a re- 
vision of the tariff that will be in their 
interest, and I have every confidence 
they will get that revision from the 
present government, and that they will 
get it in good time. Now, the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Davin) has worked 
himself into a passion about the suffar-

It was not merely 
the question of the duty on agricultural 
implements which caused the change of 
feeling in the district of Alberta, 
amounting to somethingover 2,009 votes, 
comparing the two elections of 1891 
and 1896. You cannot imagine that so 
small a cause would produce such a 
very considerable difference. There 
are other gyves and fetters binding 
down the settlers in the Northwest, 
besides the matter cf the tariff. There 
is the laud policy of the late govern- 
ment, and there is the railway policy of 
the late government, and I can tell the 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Davin) that these 
questions affect us in our part of the 
country, at any rate, even more than 
do the provisions of the tariff. And al- 
though we were lying wounded by the 
roadside, and although we were bound 
and tied, we obtained no relief from the 
late administration and it was because 
we could see no prospect of any relief 
from that government—it was for these 
reasons even more than because of our 
odjection to the tariff that we voted 
against conservative rule. We look to 
the new government with just as much 
confidence in these particulars, and we 
look to them for relief in the matter of 
the tariff. We look for relief for the 
Northwest in all matters that shall ke 
for the benefit of the Northwest. We 
look for a policy which shall be in the 
interests of the people of the Northwest 
and not a policy that shall be, as it has 
been, in the interests of monopolies 
there. The Northwest for the people 
and not for the monopolies—that is the 
policy we voted for. The hon. gentle- 
man (Mr. Davin) has alluded to the 
disappointment that has taken hold of 
every person in the Northwest, except 
the strongest party men. Well, I cantell 
him that Iam not a strong party man, 
and he knows it. I can tell him that I 
am not bound tosupport the leader of 
the present government, unless his 
policy is in the interests of the North- 
west. I can assure him, repeating what 
I said before, that the people of the 
Northwest, being reasonable people, are 
willing to give the new government a 
reasonable time to bring forward neces- 
sary reforms, and that our confidence 
in that goverr.ment is not shaken be- 
cause they have shown good and sound 
judgment at the present time by refus- 
ing to act hastily for the purpose of 
making a little political capital. They 
are above that kind of business, and I 
for one, as a citizen of Canada, am 
proud of them that they are. Now, the 
hon. member alluded, I think to an un- 
necessary extent, as I think did also 
those speakers who proceded him on 
that side of the House, to the disap- 
pointed ambition of members on this 
side. They spoke of how this, that 
and the other member had worked hard 
‘in the interest of the party, and had 
not received anyreward. These gentle- 
men are evidently measuring other 
people’s corn in their half bushel. The 
gentlemen whose ideas of the require- 
ments of government rise no higher 
than the filling of places are no men to 
rule this country. They have ruled it 
too long, as is evident from this very 
position they take in regard to that 
matter. If they know nothing of gov- 
ernment except the holding of office, 
then the less they know of government 
the better for this country, and thank 
goodness that they know so little of it 
now. 

In regard to the last matter which 
the hon. member spoke of, the school, 
question, I certainly agree with him as 
tothe undesirability of arousing racial 
and religious prejudices. I do not 
know how long the hon. member will 
hold that position. I do not know 
whether, if a vote were taken on the 
matter at the present time, he would 
be found in his usual position of speak- 
ing one way and voting the other; but 
{ really fear that something like that 
might occur, for certainly what he has 
said here to-night does not accord with 
the circumstances connected with his 
own election campaign. As 
of fact, every effort was made on behalf 
of the hon. gentleman, in the line of 
religious and race prejudices ; and while

THE DAUPHIN ROAD. 


* The work on the Lake Manitoba 
Railway and Canal company’s road is 
being pushed forward with great rap- 
idity, says the Gladstone Age. The 
builders, Messrs. Mann & McKenzie 
are bringing in fresh supplies of men 
and horses by nearly every train. On 
Saturday a car load of horses were 
brought up, and about a hundred men 
were brought in to work on the 
track-laying gangs. There are now 
at work grading on the line eight con- 
tractors, each having a large gang of 
men and a great number of teams. Me- 
Arthur's gang, which is farthest to the 
Northwest, is grading about seventy- 
milles from Gladstone on the borders of 
the Dauphin district. The bridge 
building gang have just completed the 
bridge over the Grass River and have 
now moved about eight miles further 
north. The track layers are beyond the 
Jumping Deer river and trains are run- 
ning constantly from Gladstone to the 
end of the “line with supplies. Wheat 
is being shipped off the new line 
through to Fort William, and in less 
than two months time the heart of the 
the pioneers of Dauphin will be glad- 
dened by the sound of a whistle and 
the sight of a locomotive running 
through their fertile district and into 
their already prosperous town.

THE PARLIAMENTARY BAR. 


Regina Standard: The abolition of 
the House of Commons bar js an im- 
portant event of the new regime. But 
it is only one step in the right direc- 
tion.

“Our own Samuel Barnett, who runs 
the restaurant both in the senate and 
commons understands to-day’s orders to 
mean that no person can go to the bar 
for a drink, but he must seat himself, 
at one of the tables in adjacent rooms 
and acting on this theory drinks are 
still being dispensed beneath the com- 
mons chambers.. Should the commit- 
tee decide to abolish the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors there will be a good 
many thirsty commoners who will pay 
frequent visits to see the “corner stone” 
on the senate side.”

GENERAL NEWS. 


A Rubber manufactory has been opened 


in Winnipeg, by a chartered company called 


the Winnipeg Rubber Company, Limited. 


The country councils of Ontario are peti- 
tioning parliament to amend the railway 
act, making railway companies responsible 
for damages caused by fires araising from 
sparks irom locomotives. 


The Territorial bicycle meet which was to 


have taken place at Meilicine Hat ou Labor 
Day, Sept. 7th, was declared off on account 
of the heavy rains which fell ali day there. 
Medieine Hat people treated their visitors 
well and endeavored in every way to re- 
move the feeling of disappointment. 

Sifton and Martin were both to leave 
Winnipeg for Ottawa last Saturday. Sifton 
going by the C. P. R. and Martin by the 
Northern Pacific. Sifton took with him 
particulars of all recent deliberations of the 
Manitoba government on the school ques- 
tion. He is generally accepted to be the 
future minister of the interior. 

At Regina on Tuesday Judge Richardson 
sat to hear the arguments on the prelimin- 
ary objections in the matter of the protest 
against the election of N.F. Davin for West 
Assiniboia. An adjournment was asked for 
on behalf of Mr. Davin on the ground of his 
absence at Ottawa, and also on account of 
the absence of Mr. Ford Jones, the election 
clerk, The judge granted an adjournment 
for one week, and plainly intimated that no 
further time would ke given. 

The department of agriculture and the 
Canadian Pacific railway were weli within 
the mark in estimating the number of farm 
laborers required for the Manitoba and Ter- 
ritorial grain harvest. There have been no 
complaints received of an over supply at 
any point, but in the southwestern part of 
the province there is still a scarcity and 
farmers are wiring to Brandon for men. 
The crop this year according to Chief Clerk 
McKellar, is iab’e to be handled more ex- 
peditiously than last session.

The United States treasury officiais‘are in 
receipt of a large number of requests asking 
for silver dollars of this year’s coinage in ex- 
change for silver certificates, or other lawfui 
money. Many of these requests come from 
persons who seem to doubt the truth of the 
monthly statement, while others ask for 
shipments of 1896 dollars with a view to re- 
futing statements that no silver dollars are 
now being coined. There is now in the 
treasury $10,506,399 in free silver, that is, 
silver whch may be obtained in exchange 
for any lawful money, but the demand just 
now is so keen for 1896 dollars that it seems 
probable that by the beginning of October 
the department will be compelied to decline 
to pay out silver dollars except in exchange

Ottawa, Sept. 12.—W. E. Sanford & Co., 
Hamilton. for tunics, jackets and pantaloens 
had one contract with the militia depart- 
ment for three years, commencing July 1, 
1896, two years from July next. It has 
been cancelled. Sanford had another con- 
tract commencing July next fer two years 
and it has also been cancelled. H. Shorey 
& Co., Montreal, had two contracts the 
same as Sanford and they have also been 
cancelled. Doull & Gibson, Montreai: The 
Auburn Woolen Co., Peterboro ; E. Boissan 
& Co., and Gillespie, Ainsley & Dixon, Tor- 
onto, alse had contracts for militia clothing, 
and they have been cancelled from July, 
1897. There was no authority for making 
these contracts. 


The women of New Zealand have not very 
high regard for the gradual processes of 
time and experience in bringing about re- 
ferms. They believe that two or three 
progressive women gathered in convention 
are equal to a century or two of ordinary 
civilization. At a recent convention at Christ 
church they have expressed a desire to abo- 
lish capital punishment, to mationalize the 
land, to create a systein of old-age pensions, 
and to make judicial sentences reformatory 
as wellas punitive. Not satisfied with so 
ambitious a programme, they go still further 
in asserting the right of women to sit on 
juries and be elected to the legislature. An- 
other resolution was passed that. is worth 
setting forth in full: ‘In all cases where a 
woman elects to superintend a household 
and to be the mother of children, there shall 
be a law attaching a certain just share of 
of her husband’s earnings or income for her 
Separate use, payable, if she desires, into 
her separate account ” 

Dr. Delorme, surgeon-in-chief of the 
French army, has been lecturing in Paris 
before the Academy of Medicine on the new 
steel-coated rifle bullets and their effects as 
projected from the modern magazine rifle 
says the Londen Daily News. The most 
remarkable fact in connection with them 
appears to be this, that they cause very 
‘ttle pain to those who are struck by them. 
At Fourmies, during the riots there, one 
man was wounded so badly-that he after- 
wards suffered from paralysis, yet he did 
not even suspect he was shot until he saw 
blood stains upon his clothes.
